OF AREA PUSHED 


ROME, (\P)-—Despite the sporadic ac- 
tivity of Ethiopian brigands, who are 
still harassing settlement -of colonists 
on the highlands, Italians are dog- 
gedly pursuing their big experiments 
of applying to Ethiopian agriculture 
the Fascist Corporative system. 

Experts of the Ministry or Italian- 
African reveal that the agricultural 
colonization of the empire will be di- 
vided in classifications: first, white 
colonial farming; second, native farm- 
ing; third, scientific farming. 

The first class of farming will be 
applied in the regions suitable to white 
immigration where abundant water 
supply will permit adequate irrigation. 

The second will occur in regions not 
suitable for white settlements and will 
be characterized by a land regime un- 
der which Italy intends to respect the 
interests of the natives.
